Apartments, when Navarro students 
have great difficulty in obtaining 
desirable apartments in Corslcana? 


Of the 25 units in the University 


Apartments, seven remain occupied by 
non-students who were living there 
when the college purchased the com- 
plex. College policy states that as non- 
student apartments become vacant, 
they will be rented only to Navarro 
College students with priority given to 
married students. 


According to Dean of Student Ser- 


vices Steve Gardner, the non-students 
still living there have been notified that 
they must find other places to live. 


"Some of the 
remaining 
seven 


tenants are senior citizens who have 
lived there for the past 12 years," 
Gardner said, "and transition is dif- 
ficult. An immediate eviction program 
would have caused a cruel hardship on 
them. Instead, a one-year phase out 
program was begun and tenants have 
been notified that they will have to find 
housing else where, since the college is 
not in the business of renting to the 
general public." 


Gardner added that "no student of 


Navarro College has been denied 
housing for the fall semester," and that 
adequate housing is still available to 
any interested student. Application for 
such housing should be made through 
the Housing Office in the Student 
Services area of the NC Administration 
Building. 


Recently, we went camping on the 


banks of the Colorado River near 
Buchanan Lake, only to find out later 
that we might have been camping on 
private land. Just how much land ap- 
proaching a state river is considered 
state land, and thus land you can camp 
on? 


None of the land approaching a Texas 


river is claimed by the state unless that 
land is in a state park, according to Ed 
McDordy of the General Land Office in 
Austin. 


"The state claims only the water in 


the bed of the river," McCordy said. 
"The land along the banks belongs to 
whoever owns the property there." 


Who has the authority to check into 


the willow trees that have taken over 
Post Oak Creek behind the 1400 block of 
Mockingbird Lane? I wonder if they 
could be killed out with some kind of 
spray. 


Plant and wildlife studies are a part 


of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
study on the Post Oak Creek flooding 
problem and a recommendation about 
the effect on the area of altering or 
removing vegetation will be a part of 
any Corps report. 


Those trees could play a major part 


in the watershed drainage of your area, 
helping to channel water into the creek, 
anchor soil to keep it from washing 
away, and providing a habitat for 
wildlife. 


Of course, too much of anything is not 


always a good thing and some of the 
trees may be targeted for removal. 


"In general," Corps Civil Engineer 


Jerry Johnson said, 
"the wildlife 


habitat is mostly limited to the over- 
story, dominated by Pecan trees and 
the forbs, grasses and bush plants 
which can tolerate the shade. The area 
provides seeds and insects for birds, 
mammals, reptiles, and amphibians 
which find cover in the more heavily 
vegitated reaches." 


All of that must be taken into con- 


sideration in the Corps study, and they 
will recommend action on the trees as 
well as the creek.

Walker points to 10 Iranians

Navarro College President 


Dr. Ken Walker testified today 
he could not single out any one 
of the 27 Iranian defendants as 
having chanted louder than 
others 
during 
the 
May 27 


demonstrations at the college, 
but he identified 10 of them as 
participants. 


Walker made the statement 


under 
intense 
cross- 


examination by the Iranians' 
attorney Robin Collins, and 
after he had pointed out 10 of the 
27 remaining defendants 
as 


ones he specifically remem- 
bered. 


Walker also testified he had 


been aided in his identification 
of the witnesses by photographs 
provided Wednesday by Larry 
Reed, Dean of the College. 
Collins 
asked 
that 
the 


photographs be produced so the 


defense could examine them. 
Walker said the ohotographs 
were at the college and not in 
his possession. 


COLLINS ASKED if Walker 


would be positive enough about 
his identification of the 10 that if 
the punishment for the crime 
was the electric chair and if 
Walker's 
identification 
was 


crucial to the finding of guilt or 
innocence. He replied that he 


was. 


He also testified that NC 


security officers Bob Raper and 
Bob Smith, on his instructions, 
asked the demonstrators to 
move away from the library 
and quiet down, Walker said 
each time the warnings were 
given the chanting got louder. 


He testified he was never any 


closer than the distance from 
the back wall of the courtroom 
to witness box (about 30 to 40

Indicted Freestone JP 
says trouble political 


TEAGUE—A Freestone County grand Jury 


Friday Indicted Pet. 3 Justice of the Peace S. 
J. Flandry on three counts of misap- 
propriation of funds. 


County Attorney Bob Gage Saturday said 


that Flandry was indicted on one felony count 
and two misdemeanors. Gage, however, 
would not elaborate on any details in the case, 
since it Is a pending criminal case. 


When reached at his home Saturday, 


Flandry said that "I really don't know what 
they're (the indictments) all about. 


"I've had a little bit of controversy with the 


county attorney," he said. "I did not see the 
charges at all. I was confronted with this and 
this is all I know." 


Flandry, who has been in office since 


January, 1975, said he is "going to fight this 


thing all the r/ay. I can't see where I've done 
anything wrong." 


Flandry said he went before the grand jury 


Friday, and the indictments were returned 
the same day. 


"I would say it's political," he said. "It was 


the same grand Jury used on Henry Morris." 
(Morris was shot on May 21 hi Teague and 
charges were filed against City Attorney W.A. 
Keils, Jr. Kells was no-billed by the grand 
jury last week.) 


Flandry said his records were seized by the 


county attorney's office in May, about the 
same time that the Teague police force and 
city Judge resigned. 


"I think a lot of this is Just personal things," 


he said. "I think personal things are the cause 
of all this trouble."

noise," Walker said. 


He also said he did not hear 


the warnings being given by 
Raper and Smith, 
but he 


assumed his instructions were 
carried out. 


The college president was the 


first witness called by District 
Attorney Pat Batchelor in the 
first of two trials set for today 
for 91 Iranians on charges of 
unreasonable and disruptive 
noise stemming from the late 
May demonstrations. He was 
still on the stand at 11 a.m. 


BATCHELOR 
asked 
Dr. 


Walker to describe the events of 
May 27. Walker testified that on 
May 27 he walked from his 
office to the library around 8:30 
a.m. to check on the progress of 
registration being conducted 
there. 


As he approached the library 


he said he saw a large group of 
people conducting "loud and 
disorderly 
and 
disruptive 


demonstration at the entrance 
to the libray" and that it was 
disrupting 
the 
registration 


process. 


"I just observed and watched 


the activity going on. I asked 
security officer (Bob Raper) 
what was going on. He told me 
they were probably ready to 
conduct 
a 
demonstration," 


iValker said. 


According to Walker, the 


demonstration did not begin 
until after he arrived. He said 
that he saw a large group of 
people "milling around the 
entrance to the library." 


AROUND 9:30 that morning 


Walker said he called the 
sheriff's department and the 
police about the disturbance 
and asked for assistance. When 
the officers arrived, he said, a 
law book was consulted for what 
infraction of the law might be 
occurring. Once it was deter- 
mined a law was being broken, 
Walker said, the police warned 
the demonstrators about the 
violation and then proceeded to 
arrest them about 10:30 a.m. 


Under cross-examination by 


Collins, Walker said the only 
actual 
disruption 
by 
the 


demonstration was at a table at 
the library entrance. The table, 
according to testimony, was 
where enrollees' 
registration 


materials were checked out. 


He 
said 
the 
actual 


registration process was being 
carried out on the second floor 
balcony of the building. He 
added that the normal routine of 
these people were disrupted by 
the "unreasonable noise." 


Walker said he didn't know 


"from 
his 
own 
personal 


knowledge" of the disruption 


because he did not go to the 
second floor. He said he used a 
phone on the first floor to call 
the sheriff's department. 


The courtroom was again 


crowded to the point of standing 
room only with Iranians in 
support of the 25 on trial this 
morning. Jury selection took up 
all 
of 
Wednesday's 
court 


proceedings 
in the district 


courtroom where Peace Justice 
G. W. O'Neal had moved the 
trial to accomodate the large 
numbers of people. 


AFTER THE jury for the trial 


of the first 34 Iranians was 
selected, defense lawyers and 
District Attorney Pat Batchelor 
agreed to begin picking the 
second six-man jury about 4 
p.m. for the trial of the 57 
Iranians from the same jury 
panel. 


O'Neal then announced both 


trials would be held today, with 
the 
second 
trial 
to 
begin 


following the conclusion of the 
first. 


Setting the stage for today's 


back-to-back trials was the 
Iranians' refusal to accept a 
deal from District Attorney Pat 
Batchelor. Batchelor had of- 
fered to recommend a fine of $50 
plus $6.50 in courts costs if all 91 
defendants changed their pleas 
to guilty. 


NINE OF THE 34 defendants 


in today's first trial entered 
pleas of no contest. O'Neal set 
the fine at $100 including court 
costs. 


Collins objected, saying he 


had understood the deal to be 
that any defendent changing his 
plea would receive a $50 fine. 


Batchelor said, "No. The deal 


was if 
all 
the 
defendants 


pleaded 
guilty." 
Collins 


responded 
saying 
the 
nine 


defendants changed their pleas 
in belief the fine would be $50. 


O'Neal agreed with Collins 


and reduced the fine to $56.50 
including court costs. 


GLEN SODD, attorney for

Flood control many bureaucratic steps away

Flood Control along Post Oak Creek could 


be more than two years off, according to 
Jerry Johnson, a civil engineer with the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. 


The length of time depends on if or when the 


city adopts a final Corps plan and begins 
acquiring right-of-way and land easements 


for the project. Johnson said it could be two 
years before the final plan is taken to the city 
for approval. 


According to Johnson, "The time is really 


hard to pinpoint. It depends on if our draft 
report is approved or if we're sent back to do 
further study. It depends on funding. It's 
really hard to pin down." 


THE STEPS the Corps goes through to 


prepare a project like this depend on the 
various options provided by Federal law. The 
1948 Flood Control Act, as amended was 
chosen by the Corps as a starting point, ac- 
cording to Johnson. Specifically, it is Section 
205 of the law that the corps began applying to 
the Post Oak Creek problems. 


Johnson says the procedure for a Section 


City would have responsibilities 


When and if a flood control project is ap- 


proved for Post Oak Creek, the city could be 
responsible for project funding equal to that 
of the federal government. 


According to Pilar Pena, an engineer with 


the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, Section 205 
of the 1948 Flood Control Act, as amended, 
sets a $2 million ceiling on the federal funding 
of a project like the one being studied for Post 
Oak Creek. 


"If it costs $2,000,100," Pena explained," 


the city will have to pay the $100." 


This means if the project costs run as high 


as $4 million, the city will have to pick up the 
tab on the remaining $2 million the Corps 
doesn't fund, if it wants the plan im- 
plemented. 


OTHER responsibilities under Corps rules 


the City of Corsicana will have to assume if a 
flood project for Post Oak Creek is approved 
include the providing of, at no cost to the 
federal government, all land, easements and 
right-of-way necessary to build the project. 


Also at no cost to the federal government 


the city must pay for the cost of relocating 
"buildings, 
utilities, 
bridges 
(except 


railroads), sewers, pipelines, and any other 


alteration of existing improvements which 
may be required for the construction of the 
project." 


The City 
"must hold and save the 


United States free from damages due to 
construction, operation, and maintenance of 
the project. This does not include damages 
due to the fault or negligence of the United 
States or its contractors." 


The local government must then maintain 


the project and operate it according to 
regulations set up by the secretary of the 
Army. The city will also have to pay part of 
any project costs which are not directly 
assigned flood control functions. 


THE CITY is required, if the project goes 


through to help pay for any landscaping, 
"land enhancement" or similar type works 
which will accrue according to existing 
policies for such projects. 


Encroachment which would interfere with 


the correct functioning of the flood control 
project, will have to be prevented by the city. 
The city commission will also have to agree to 
consider 
the 
adoption of 
flood 
plain 


regulations which will insure compatibility 
between future development and the degree 


of flood protection in the area around the 
creek. 


Prevention of encroachment on any pon- 


ding areas, or if ponding areas are impaired, 
the city has to provide an alternative storage 
area with similar pumping capacity, at no 
cost to the federal government. 


If the final plans call for a water supply or 


recreational water reservoir the city is 
required to make use of it within a period of 
time which will permit repayment of the 
construction costs and annual operation, 
maintenance, and 
replacement 
costs 


allocated to water supply as determined by 
the Corps. 


IF THE project includes a water supply, the 


city is responsible for administering the 
project land and water areas for recreation 
and fish and wildlife enhancement. The city 
will also be required to pay for part of the 
costs of operating such an area. This can be 
accomplished through user fees, according to 
Corps guidelines. 


The federal government must also be free 


from water rights claims resulting from the 
construction and operation of the 
im- 


provements. 


205 project is similar to the procedures under 
the Small Water Resources Projects which 
are 
under 
continuing 
authority 
from 


Congress. 


Another route open for the solving of the 


creek problem is to get a congressional 
authorization for a project. The main dif- 
ference is that the Section 205 alternative has 
a $2 million federal spending level and the 
congressional authorization can move the 
ceiling much higher. 


The first two steps in getting the Post Oak 


Creek project moving have already been 
accomplished. Three years ago the City of 
Corsicana asked the Corps to study the 
creek's flooding problems. The Corps did and 
determined there was a federal interest and 
the district engineer initiated a preliminary 
study. 


THE STUDY involved an analysis of the 


engineering, economic, environmental, and 
social aspects of potential alternative plans. 
If this preliminary study reveals sufficient 
need for further study, funds are then sought 
for 
a 
detailed 
study 
along with the 


authorization to accomplish it. 


At this point, prior to the detailed study, a 


public hearing is 
held to discuss the 


preliminary report. This was the meeting 
held Sept. 22 at City hall. The next step is the 
completion of the detailed study of creek 
problems and possible solutions. The detailed 
report is sent to the division engineer. In the 
case of Post Oak Creek, the detailed study is 
due to be sent to the division office in Dallas in 
December. 


According to Johnson, if the division office 


likes the report it is forwarded to Washington. 
If it is not approved, his office takes it back 
and works on the parts of the report not ap- 
proved by the division office. 


The detailed report, once approved at the 


division level, is sent to Chief of Engineers' 
office in Washington. The Chief Engineer's 
office files the final environmental impact 
statement with the Council on Environmental 
Quality. Once the Chief of Engineers' office 
issues its approval, the project is considered 
authorized. 


MONEY IS then requested from the chief 


engineer for advanced planning, design, and 
construction of the project. 


The advanced planning and detailed design 


is prepared before contracts are awarded and 
construction begun. During construction the 
project is under the technical direction of 
Corps personnel to insure that it conforms to 
the contract requirements. 


One requirement for the approval of the 


detailed study is favorable benefits-to-cost 
ratio. According to Pilar Pena, a Corps 
Engineer, the ratio must be at least 1:1. He 
explains this as being the cost of the project 
matching the dollar amount of damages 
prevented. 


For example, a project is built to handle a 


100-year flood, at a cost of $1,000, which is 
amortized over a 20-year period. A favorable, 
or 1:1, benefit-to-costs ratio is gained if the 
amount of damages prevented over that 20- 
year period is equal to or greater than the 
$1,000. 


A 100-year flood, according to Pena, is a 


flood of such magnitude it is predicted to 
occur only once every 100 years. Pena says 
Corps 
projects like Post Oak Creek are 


vlesigned to contain a 100-year flood. 


Pena adds that the Corps will not recom- 


mend a project with an unfavorable benefits 
to cost ratio, "but that doesn't mean one won't 
get approved."

The 
Special 
Assignment 


Center (SAC) is housed at the 
Community 
Services Inc. 


Building at 200 South Seventh 
St. 


"Students assigned to SAC 


are determined according to the 
seriousness of the offense and 
their disciplinary record. Some 
of these may including fighting, 
truancy, smoking, stealing, etc. 
They are assigned by principals 
or assistant principals after a 
parent conference for no less 
than three days and no more 
than 10 days," Peter McDonald, 
SAC coordinator said. 


McDonald 
notes however, 


that if a student violates the 
rules of SAC they may be 
assigned two additional days, a 
total of 12 days. 


MCDONALD SAID THAT 


students who are assigned to 
SAC 
have 
assignments 
to 


complete daily as though they 
were in rhe regular classroom 
and work on written contracts 
to correct the behavior which is 
responsible for them 
being 


placed in SAC. 


"The environment of the 


SAC classroom is very rigidly 
structured so that 
students 


perceive it to be much less 
desirable than attendance in the 
regular classroom," he said. 


He said that students are 


given a copy of SAC rules they 
must follow while assigned to 
SAC. 


The student and his parents 


provide the student's 
tran- 


sportation to SAC. 


The student cannot leave the 


campus while assigned during 
class hours, must bring his own 


lunch, cannot be tardy, and are 
allowed two 10 minute breaks, 
one before lunch and one after 
lunch. 


Students are not permitted to 


talk to each other while in the 
classroom. 


McDonald said that in in- 


stances where students display 
good behavior while assigned to 
SAC and show a positive at- 
titude, a principal may reduce 
the number of days they are 
assigned to SAC. 


DURING 
THE 
TIME 


students are at SAC, counseling 
services are provided to help 
the students change their 
behavior and to develop a plan 
for achieving this goal. 


The 
coordinator 
of 
SAC 


maintains a daily attendance 
record and after it is checked, 
notifies the attendance clerk at 
the student's school. 


Forms are kept on students 


who are assigned to SAC. The 
forms explain the reason the 
student is assigned to SAC. One 
copy is forwarded 
to the 


coordinator of SAC, one to the 
students counselor, and one 
kept in the principal's office. 


Forms also include a list of 


assignments for the student to 
work on. 


McDonald relates that if 


students 
assigned 
to SAC 


continue 
to 
violate 
school 


policies, 
the 
principal 
can 


recommend that the school 
board expell the student from 
school for the remainder of the 
school year. 
McDonald said that the im- 
plementation 
of 
the 
SAC 


program this year is a good 
alternative 
to 
keeping 
the 


student off the streets and in a 
classroom setting where he can 
continue his studies. 


"A child who is out on the 


street, is not learning a thing. 
This probram gets him back 
into the classroom. Here we 
have an opportunity to find out 


what his problem is whereas in 
the regular classroom because 
of busy schedules this was not 
possible," he said. 


"WHEN STUDENTS come 


here, they find that they have to 
study and that it is nothing like 
the regular classroom. We have 
it (SAC) structured so that they 
want 
to 
return 
to 
the 


classroom," he said. 


McDonald noted 
that 
the 


students don't like the con- 
tainment and the rigid schedule 
which causes them to desire to 
return to the classroom. 


"We have had a lot of 


negative attitudes and behavior 
problems changed," he said. 


McDonald noted that SAC has 


recieved a lot of praise from 
parents, laymen, businessmen, 
and board members who visited 
SAC. 


The center, which has been 


open over a month has received

Governments will consider final 
action in naming the City of 
Corsicana as administrator of 
the Manpower program for this 
area when the COG board meets 
Friday. 


The resolution, which would 


authorize a contract between 
COG and the City, has been 
approved in an earlier reading, 
the COG agenda notes.

several grant applications that 
have been evaluated by the 
COG Government Application 
Review Committee. A $346,458 
Dept. of Transportation grant, 
applied for by the City of Ennis
